17.—The capital ol 
the Panama Canal company will be 
300,000,001» francs, divided into 600,- 
000 shares of 500 irancs each, ten 
thousand shares being received by 
the statutes for civil companies of the 
original concessioners for the con- 
cession contributed by that company. 
Five hundred and ninety thousand 
shares remain for the public subscrip- 
tion. 
The issue will be'made at par, 
twenty-five frincs baing paid at sub- 
gcription, 100 
on allotment 
and 
the rest as required. 
The total cast 
is estiinated at 600,000 francs. 
The 
sum necessary for completing 
the 
canal over and above the capital 
will be raised by the issue of ob- 
ligations. 
Five per cent,

execution of the work. 
Of the net 
profit, eighty per cent is alloted the 
shareholders by the terms of the con- 
cession.

During a skirmish in the far west 
Hutchinson was taken prisoner just 
at a time when he had lost the sight 
of both eyes by the explosion of a 
gun.

the dead body of a soldier, coffined 
and properly boxed, was forwarded to 
this city. 'Believing it tp be the re- 
mains of their brother, and the cir- 
cumstances being apparently nndeni- 
able as to identity,without examining 
the remains, the body was buried and 
the relatives have since mourned the 
loss of their brother, having no ocoa 
sion to make further inquiry about 
the matter. 
On Saturday, however, 
there was a sensation oeated among 
the supposed dead man's relatives by 
his arrival in the city alive and well- 
He lives in Nebraska and came to 
collect his arrears of pension.

that the 
Snurr boys 
had 
been drinking; Myers was nearly six 
feet high; weighed about 185 pounds;

Snurr: when M^ersstruck John Snurr, 
he knocked him three or four feet; 
saw blood oa Perry Snurr's face after 
Myers had struck him; 
Perry was 
bloody before I saw Myers strike 
him. 


Re direct—Perry Snurr and Myers 
had been scufiling some before Myers 
got Perry "in ch.inCery;" did not see 
any kniie in Myers' hand; hia fist 
was clenched when I first saw him; 
when I walked off, after the fight 1 
said to myself: "Myers ia a dead 
m a n d i d not see a knife on the 
ground; did not see a knife at 
all;
